into the present capitol building 
In 1888 
F irst to mov e will be a host of 
commissions, boards and divisions 
which har e been in rented quar­ 
ters scattered over Austin 
Later, probably October or No­ 
vember, 
another big move will 
take the Supreme Court, Court 
of Criminal Appeals, attorney gen­ 
eral s departm ent and 
Supreme 
Court library out °f the capitol 
into the new’ state counts building 
. . . third state building to be 
completed this year. 
It has been the dream for some 
time of the Supreme Court s elder­ 
ly Chief Justice John F Hickm an 
to stay on the job until the day 
h° could preside in the new courts 
building.

lo addition to operating a small 
farm he owned, Clarence had la- 
bored at 
artou* jobs through the 
ear 
He had been a clerk, me- 
'•hanic. aircraft worker during the 
war. and at the time was a farm 
er and butcher 
At the <ir£p cf Dennis1 junior 
ear he rame up with the idea 
that his father should enroll at 
the university 
Clarence Johnson countered with 
some good argument He had not 
mmpleted high 
school, 
he also 
had n0 money to educate himstlf 
Denm* 
was persistent 
Why 
not 
the Johnson farm and use 
the money to support the family 
md keep both himself and his 
father in the university for a year’’ 
Bv that time, Dennis insisted, he 
w ould have b ’s degree and be 
ready to start teaching 
Dennis. 
thej-| could support the family un­ 
til his father earned hit degree. 
Meantime, sister Anita had re­ 
ceived her master * degree from 
th<=> university, taught two years 
in a bish school, and had served as 
a student teacher at the univer­ 
sity for one year—all before she 
was 24 jears cid 
She had m ar­ 
ried and was working toward her 
PhD degree in Oregon, where she 
then h' ed

Dennis wa# a senior 
when Clarence entered the UofA 
as a freshman. Larry, the young­ 
er Johnson son, enrolled at a 
freshman in the Fayetteville High 
School. 
The hardest thing about re­ 
entering school at 51, says John­ 
son now, was adjusting to going 
to school. His grade point aver­ 
age, which hat risen steadily each 
semester, is evidence of the good 
adjustment Clarence Johnson has 
made. 
He was on the honor roll 
both semesters last year. 
By attending 
summer 
school 
both summers, he expects to re­ 
ceive a degree next June. 
Clarence Johnson, majoring in 
industrial education, admits that 
entering the university at his age 
does have some assets. 
He feels 
that maturity and experience help 
him refrain from undue worry 
about subjects and grades.
